College administrators gradually arc 
b ecoming more outspoken in opposi­ 
tion to cam pus activities which detract 
from the main purposes of die institu­ 
tion. Many of them during the decade 
of the 19 60s not only tolerated disrup­ 
tive activity b ut gave what amounted 
to tacit approval in their personal con­ 
duct. 
That era continues on a lesser scale 
on some campuses, b ut it has come to 
an end on others. One of the latter is 
Princeton University, which has a new 
president and a new set of standards. 
William G. Bowen, 36-year-old Prince­ 
ton head, b elieves political activity on 


campus is fine for those whose con­ 
science demands involvement, b ut it 
should not interfere with the learning 
process. 
“ It is as a center of learning and 
not as a political instrument that the 
university, as an institution, serves 
b est." Bowen said in an address to the 
student b ody. He added he has a strong 
feeling “ that universities are ill-suited 
in any event to b e effective political 
instruments."

Sentiment Changing 


College administrators gradually arc 
becoming more outspoken in opposi­ 


tion to cam pus activities which detract 


from the main purposes of the institu­ 


tion. Many of them during the decade 


of the 1960s not only tolerated disrup­ 
tive activity but gave what amounted 
to tacit approval in their personal con­ 
duct. 


That era continues on a lesser scale 
on som e cam puses, but it has come to 
an end on others. One of the latter is 
Princeton University, which has a new 
president and a new set of standards. 
William G. Bowen, 38-year-old Prince­ 
ton head, believes political activity un 
purposes and priorities. 


campus is fine for those whose con­ 
science demands involvement, but it 
should not interfere with the learning 
process. 
“ It is as a center of learning and 
not as a political instrument that the
